Such examples provide adequate and clear support to one of skill in the art to fiirther 
enable one to make and^or use the invention using the commercially available acrylic acid/alkyl 
acrylate copolymers, listed in the CFTA. 

The Examples provide fiinher support and enablement for each of the possible 
components of the composition, as listed on pages 55 and 56. Support and enablemeat for the 
method of preparation for the hair conditioning composidon* per se, is found in the speciUcation 
on page 57- lines l-22» wherein experimental conditions are clearly defined, auch as tempczaturc. 

Appiicaats believe, based on the remarks above, that the acrylic acid/alkyl acrylate 
copolymer of claim 1 (1) in the present invention is clearly described and suppcxted in the 
specification* including the examples, in such a way as to enable oae skilled in the art to make 
and/or use the invention. Applicants kindly request reconsideration.
